PRIVATE BILLS 


Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shali 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

A By-law to Authorize the Expropriation of Rights-of-way 
through Certain Lands for the Purpose of Establishing 
a System of Sewerage-works. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of The Corporation of 
the Township of Chilliwhack has been authorized by the 
Township of Chilliwhack Sewerage District No. 1 Construc- 
tion and Loan By-law 1959, No. 120, to establish a sewerage 
system: 

And whereas for the construction of certain portions of 
the said sewerage system it is necessary and convenient to 
acquire rights-of-way through certain lands: 

Therefore, pursuant to the provisions of section 531 of the 
Municipal Act, the Municipal Council of The Corporation of

3. The municipality shall have the right for its licensees, 
servants, agents, officials, workmen, machinery, and vehicles 
to enter upon, pass, and repass upon the lands included in 
the rights-of-way hereby expropriated, and to make surveys 
and tests thereon, and to construct, install, inspect, maintain, 
repair, reconstruct, remove, or replace sewers, storm-sewers, 
pipes, and conduit of every kind, and to have reasonably 
unobstructed access to and from the rights-of-way over the 
remainder of the said parcels of land for any of the purposes 
above stated. 


4. Nothing in this by-law shall be held to restrict the 
owner of any of the parcels through which a right-of-way is 
hereby expropriated from using the said right-of-way in any 
manner which does not interfere with the security of, effici- 
ent functioning of, or unobstructed access to the sewerage- 
works, and in particular the said owner may use the surface 
of the right-of-way for normal garden purposes, for the law- 
ful storage of goods, and for the lawful parking of vehicles, 
and may erect and maintain a fence thereon and may cover 
the right-of-way with gravel, asphalt, or concrete to a depth 
reasonably sufficient for a parking area, carport, or walk; but 
he may not erect any building thereon or permit any shrub 
or tree of a height of or liable to attain a height of fifteen feet 
or more, or permit any thing to be placed thereon or done 
thereon to injure the sewerage-works or to prevent reason- 
able access by the municipality. 


5. The municipality, in the exercise of the rights author- 
ized by this by-law, may remove anything placed on the 
right-of-way, and in particular may remove shrubs, plants, 
or fences, and may break up any asphalt or cement; but, 
in so far as is reasonably possible, the municipality shall 
replace and repair the same as promptly as may be after 
completing the work in which it is engaged so as to restore 
the ground and the things located thereon to substantially 
their original condition. 


6. All the sewerage-works installed by the municipality 
in, on, or under the right-of-way shall remain chattels and 
the property of the municipality. 

7. The expropriation authorized by this by-law shall be 


subject to the provisions of Division (4) of Part XII of the 
Municipal Act. 


8. This by-law may be cited for all purposes as the

PRIVATE BILLS 


Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days be- 
fore the opening of the Session:— 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending
